Untermyer’s Request Denied. 
This concluded Mr. Harriman’s exam- 
ination, and Mr. Untermyer rose to ask 


the privilege of cross-examining the wit- 
ness. He said that he wanted to do this 
in justice to both Mr. Hyde and Mr. Har- 
riman, and that, realizing that the prece- 
dent of the committee was in the other 
direction and that its time would not per- 
mit the cross-examination of every wit- 
ness, he nevertheless believed that a 
square issue of fact had been raised be- 
tween Mr. Hyde and Mr. Harriman that 
should be fully determined. 

Senator Armstrong interrupted Mr. Un- 
termyer once while he was making his 
address to say that he would put the re- 
quest before the committee, but Mr. 
Hyde's counsel persisted in finishing what 
he had to say before he allowed the com- 
mittee to give its decision. When he was 
done the committee conferred a few mo- 
ments and then Senator Armstrong an- 
nounced that the committee was of the 
opinion that the purposes of the Investiga- 
tion would not be subserved by granting 
the request. 

Mr. Hughes stated that the position of: 
counsel of the committee was not to. side 
with any witness, but to elicit all the 
facts and to ask all proper questions. 
Therefore, he said, that if Mr. Untermyer 
had any pertinent questions to ask he 
would be very glad to put them to the 
Mr. Untermyer replied that no 
one was more convinced than he of the 
absolute fairness of Mr. Hughes in his 
conduct of the investigation. He added 
that the whole community was a unit on 
this point, and in asking the right to ex- 
amine Mr. Harriman, he said, he was not 
reflecting on the examination as cor- 
ducted by Mr. Hughes, but hased his re- 
quest on the fact that Mr. Hughes in mig 
examination had very many things neces 
sarily under consideration. while he, as 
Mr. Hyde's counsel. had only a few things 
to look out for. Thus he thought that 


| he might be able to assist a little in get-

FOUNDERS IN SESSION. 


Representatives of $400,000,000 Capital 
Declare for the Open Shop. 


The ninth annual convention of the Na- 
tional Founders’ Association, which be- 
gan yesterday in the Hotel Astor, was 
attended by about 450 delegates from all 
large cities throughout the Unitea 
States and Canada. The total capital rep- 
resented by the delegates from the various 
concerns in the association amounts to 
$400,000,000, The convention was opened 
at 10 <A. M. by President Antonio C. 
Pessano of Detroit. 

Others present representing large firms 
and corporations included George Em- 
mons, manager of the General Electric 
Company, Schenectady; General Supt. Mc- 
Naughton of the American Locomotive 
Company, Charles Newcomb, representing 
the International Steam Pump Company; 
W. E. Allen of the Crane Company, Chi- 
cago; C, Bermingham of the Canada Lo- 
comotive Company, Kingston, Ontario; 
George Foregeot of the Allis-Chalmers 
Company, Chicago, and Isaac W. Frank 
of the United States Engineering and 
Foundry Company, Pittsburg. 

A subject discussed was the effort of the 
unions to organize the trades, especially 
the unskilled trades in the foundries. it 
was decided to do everything possible to 
counteract its effect, and the open shop 
policy, which has prevailed all along in 
the association, was reaffirmed. The con- 
vention also adopted these resolutions: 


Resolved, That this association recognizes 
in the Philadelphia strike of molders and core- 


imakers a deliberate attempt on the part of 


the Iron Molders’ Union of North America to 
force upon our members contracts contrary 
to the spirit of our approved policy, and con- 
trary to the Constitution of the United States 
and the civil rights of our members in pre- 
venting the exercise of the right of individual 
contract between employers and employes; 
and be it further 

Resolved, That the support given by our 
officers is fully indorsed, and that the in- 
coming officers and Council are hereby au- 
thorized and directed to use all the moneys, 
ways, and means at our command, and to 
further assess our members to the extent nec- 
essary to establish the principle which is so 
grossly assaulted. 


Co-operation with the National Metal | 
Trades Association, which is composed | 
of firms in the metal manufacturing 
trades, was discussed, and the sentiment 
of the convention was in favor of such 
a move. | 

The Rev. Dr. J. Leonard Levy of Pitts- | 
burg was the principal speaker at a din-j; 
ner of the Founders last night, The sub- 
ject was ‘The Rule of Right,’’ and he 
took occasion to compliment President 
Roosevelt, whom he’ referred to as “ that 
magnificent American in Washington,” 
and who, he said, was striving to bring 
about peace and the abolition of graft.

BOSTON FINANCIER’ DENIES IT 


Mr. Roosevelt Refuses to Commit Him- 
self on Hide Duty Question— 
His Hearers Astounded.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—A, delegation 
leading shoe, hide, and leather 
manufacturers of the country, headed by 
Gov. Willlam L, Douglas of Massachusetts, 
and including. representatives from all 
parts of the Nation, called on the Presi- 
dent to-day to urge the removal of the 
duty on hides, and met with a reception 
that stunned them. 

The President had to-day’s conference

place. 

Gov. Douglas delivered a long and seri- 
ous argument, and at the reply of the 
President consternation reigned.

The Treaty of Paris in 
gection Second provoded: “Spain cedes 
to the United States the Island of Porto 
Rico an dother islands now under Span- 
ish sovereignty in the West Indes.’”’ The 
question arose at once whether the Isle 
of Pines came in this category. The 
Cubans argued tl.at it did not, and that 
it was not intended by the Peace Com- 
mission at Paris to cede it to the United 
States permanently. They said it stood 
on the same footing as Cuba. The United 
States took it in trust and was charged 
with the obligations that might result 
under international law from occupation. 

In the Summer of 1889, in response to 
a letter of inquiry from J. H. Keenan of 
Pittsburg, Major John J. Pershing, then 
Chief of the Insular Bureau, wrote a 
letter stating that Spain had ceded the 
Isle of Pines to the United States, and it 
was subject to the action of Congress. 
George D. Meiklejohn was then Assistant 
Secretary of War, and this statement ex- 
pressed his view of the status of the 
island. Secretary Root did not acquiesce 
in this opinion, and he asked Judge 
Magoon, the law officer of the depart- 
ment, to give an opinion on the matter. 
This he did, taking the ground that the 
War Department had no power to decide, 
and that it remained a political question 
for Congress and the President to deter- 
mine. 

Following the Pershing letter there set 
in a migration to the Isle of Pines of 
colonists from Iowa, Illinois, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Wisconsin, who bought large 
tracts of land at low prices, until now 
nearly four-fifths of the island bé€longs 
to former citizens of the United States. 

Secretary Taft said to-day that the 
treaty was based on the understanding 
that preceded the Platt amendment, 
which became a part of the Cuban Con- 
stitution. In the Platt amendment it was 
provided that ‘the Isle of Pines shall 
be omitted from the constitutional boun- 
daries of Cuba, the title thereto being 
left to future adjustment by treaty.” 
This clause was put in the Cuban Con- 
stitution to hold the Cubans to the spe-

TRON TRADE CONDITIONS. | 


Reviewing the situation in the tron 
trade The Iron Age says in its issue of 
to-day: 

There continues to pour in from all quarters 
evidence of the enormous current consump- 
tion of iron and steel, with ample proof in the 
form of fresh orders that there will be an 
unabated strain upon our productive facili- 
ties for many months to come. 

Contracts for steei rails closed during the 
week foot up to a tonnage in excess of 100,000 
tons. This includes 25, tons for the Bos- 
ton and Maine, 25,000 tons additional for the 
Harriman lines, making the total for that 
interest close to 170,000 tons, 12,500 tons for 
the Minneapolis, St. Paul and Sault Ste. 
Marie, 10,000 tons for the Pacific and Idaho 
Northern, and 9,000 tons for the Yosemite 
Valley. 

During the past week the pig iron markets 
have hardened further, As much as $17.50 
has been paid for a lot of 8,000 tons of Besse- 
mer to a Valley furnace to go to an Ohio 
River steel plant. The demand from steel- 
makers has made malleable Bessemer very 
scarce, and the foundries which need this 
grade are facing a troublesome situation. Some 
business has been done in Eastern Pennsyl- 
vania in basic pig at $17.50 delivered, and it 
looks as though there may be a shortage during 
the Winter. A Western steel plant has bought 
14,000 tons of basic pig, of which 6, tons 
went to Southern producers and the balance 
to Northern furnaces,
